1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance, 25 
USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 24, 2004 has 
been entered.

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 60-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Taylor. This connector assembly adapted for forming a mechanical and an 
electrical connection between a substrate 8 and a component 2 having an array 
of fusible elements 4 thereon. It comprises a connector half (half of member 6) 
with a first surface 12 having an array of mounting elements 40 thereon for 
electrical and mechanical connection to an array of fusible elements 4 on the 
component 2. The mounting elements 40 are devoid of solder mass of a 
volume sufficient for reflowing said connector half to the component. The 
second surface 14 has a first array of connecting elements 52 adapted to 
intermate with a second array of connecting elements. The mounting elements 
40 are electrically connected to the first array of connecting elements 52. In 
regard to claim 62, it is noted that the mounting elements 40 are situated in 
recesses 19.
